Liebknecht Says German 


Schools Are Training 
Stables for War.“

AMBTERDAM, via London, March 18, 
5 a. m—The Cologne Gazette gives the 
following account of the turbulent scene 
which occurred in the reichstag on Thurs- 
day while Dr. Kari Liebknecht, Socialist, 
denounced the demoralizing effects of the 
war, 

Dr. Liebknecht, étecussing the educa- 
tional budget, said: ‘ Education today 
serves to strengthen mflitariem and capi- 
taliam. You act as if you wish to throw 
open to the people the road to education, 
but that is only because capitalism re- 
quires soldiers. The teaching of history 
is syMematicoally digtorted for the pur- 
pose of introducing certain political con- 
victibne into the schools and also hatred 
against England. 


Children War Machines. 

“* The militarising of schools converts 
them into training stables for war. You 
educate your children to be war machines. 
With regard to war, their ideals seem 
to be embodied in poisoned gas boris. 
In the schools should be taught not only 
that the murder of Archduke Frans Fer- 
dinand of Austria at Sarayevo was an 
incident which should inspire horror, but 
it should also be taught that there were 
wide circles in Germany and Austria in 
which this murder was regarded as a 
veritable Godsend.’ 

At these words a wild uproar arose 
in the house, the president vigorously 
tinging hie bell. Dr. Liebhnecht shouted: 


‘It Je the truth; it is the whole truth.“ 


President thereupon called him to 


order and the majority of the members 


left the chamber. 


Barrier to Workers’ Liberty. 

Dr. Liebknecht went on: Just as in 
the Thirty Year’ war, so the present war 
has. a demoralizing and baneful effect 
on education. As long as our educational 
ideal centers in @ death struggle, the lib- 
eration of the working classes cannot 
come.’ 

“The president ofr the second time 
called the speaker to order, but he con- 
tinued: ‘The workers themeelves must 
tackle the job of education. The troops 


must not fight merely in the trenches: 


they ought to lower their arme and 
them ageinst the ccmmon enemy.’ 


Forced Into Silence.

The war department, speaking 
through the new secretary of war, 
Newton D. Baker, supplied the house 
of representatives with an analysis of 
the measure showing that if enacted 
into law it would produce only one-third 
of the number of trained and partly 
trained fighting men claimed by Repre- 
sentative Hay. Instead of 1,824,790 
men immediately available, according to 
Mr. Hay, there would be only 473,700, 
according to the war department. 


Hay and the other sponsors of the ad- 


that the pending measure would provide 
an entirely adequate land defense, Sec- 
retary Baker delivered the following 
opinion of the expected results: 

“The passage of the house army bil. 
would increase the regular army by 
40,000 men in a period of three to four 
years, would make a net increase of the 
regular army reserve of about 16,000 
men in a period of about seven years, 
and would also increase the national 
guard and therefore the number of par 
tially trained men available in the coun- 
try, but to just what extent I am un 
able to predict.” 

ONLY SLIGHT INCREASE. 

Secretary Baker says that the “ only 
immediate effect” of the legislation 
would be “the increase of the regular 
army by 40,000 men, and even that in- 
crease being added in four annual incre- 
ments would require about four years’ 

time 05 be cecruited anda sill longer 
time to become effective.” 

The war department not only éemon- 
strates that the Hay plan would fail to 
produce an adequate system ot land de- 
tense but shows that Mr. Hay’s claims 
are fallacious. 

NOT FOE OF DEFENSE. 

Secretary Baker tonight denied he is 
at variance with Mr. Hay on the prepar- 
edness legislation and explained that his 
letter means merely that the war depart- 
ment estimate of the prospective results 
ot the pending plan differs materially 
from that of the chairman of the house 
military affairs committee. 

Vr. Hay ma statement issued late this 
evening said Seéretary Baker's figures 
were furnished by Gen. McComb, presi- 
dent of the army War college, and that 
the Hay figures were supplied by. Adj. 
Gen. McCain. He added that Gen. Mo- 
Cain knows the facts.” The war col- 
lege regards the Hay bill as utterly um- 


practicable. 


HINT AT COURT MARTIAL.

VILLA SAFEIF HE 
WISHES TO HIDE, 
SAYS FOLLOWER 


Security from Capture; 
lun Not Dead,

El Paso, Tex., March 17.—{Special. }]— 
“The Americans never will capture 
Villa,” said Henry Vaughan, once a lieu- 
tenant colonel on Villa’s staff and one of 
the famous dorades, or golden ones, 
of the chieftain’s personal escolta. 

“Villa knows hiding places in those 
mountains where the American soldiers 
never win find him,“ said Col. Vaughan. 

“The people of that region swear by 
him. They will hide him and protect him‘ 
with their lives. If the chase becomes 
too hot he probably will disband his 
troops. Catching him then in those 
friendly mountains will be like finding a 
needle ina haystack. 1 


Air Scouts tor Pershing. 

Eight aeropianes are scouting ahead of 
Gen. Pershing’s column. Seven machine 
went up early this morning.

DANIELS ORDERS 
MARINES SOUTH 


Force Ready at Pensacola 
in Case Mexicans on Coast 
Manifest Hostility. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT | 

Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Although the state department to- 
day issued a statement containing re- 
ports from various parts of Mexico to 
show that there was little apparent hos- 
tility on the part of the Mexican people 
towards the American hunt for Villa, the 
situation at Tampico, on the east coast 
of Mexico, was sufficiently uncertain to 
cause Secretary of the Navy Daniels to 
order a detachment of 500 marines to 
proceed at once from League Island navy 
yard, Philadelphia, to Pensacola for pos- 
sible use in Mexico. 

He also let it be known that the At- 
lantic fleet is at Guantanamo, within 
striking distance of the Mexican coast, 
that the 1,000 marines in Haiti are avail- 
able if needed, and that Admira. Win- 
slow, commander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet, is keeping watch on conditions 
along the west coast. 


Carranza Troops Are Resentful. 
At the present time there are about 
,000 Americans and 150 Englishmen in 
the Tampico oil district. The American 
consul has reported that while there have 
been no overt actsjof hostility displayed 
there is considerable anti- American feel- 
ing among the soldiers of the Carranza 
garrison, which dates back to the flag in- 
éident in April, 1914, when Rear Admiral 
Mayo threatened to blow up the town if 
the American flag, which had been in- 
sulted, was not saluted. Although the 
salute has never been given, the resent- 
ment on the part of the Mexicans still 
exists. 

The Carranza commander at Tampico'!s 
Gen. Nafarette, who commanded a year 
ago at Matamoras, on the border oppoaite 
Brownsville, and manifested strong anti- 
American feeling. 


Villa Troops South of Tampico. 

South of Tampfco a force of Villistas, 
commanded by Gén. Palaez, is menacing 
the oil well districts in the vicinity of Tux- 
pam.

Tuxpam. 

Another area regarded as doubtful in 
its attitude comprises the Yaqui Indian 
territory on the west coast of Mexico in 
the vicinity of Guaymas.

GERMANY FACES 
RIGID ECONOMY 
AND HIGH TAXES 


Secretary of imperial Treasury 
on ban Tsk of n 


BERLIN, March 17, by wireless to Bay- 

ville, N. ¥.—Dr. Karl Helfferich, secre- 
tary of the imperial treasury, introduced 
in the reichstag yesterday the budget 
Proposals and bills for new war taxes. 
Dr. Helfferich insisted upon the neces- 
sity of rigid economy im framing the 
| budget, saying: 

Wo shall put on the brakes wherever 
we can.“ 

| Dr. Helfferich said it was essential to 
| make adequate provisions for war ro- 
quirements in the way of loans. 

This is not red tape,” he said. “It 
is nothing but duty and foresight for + 
coming day.” 

The secretary pointed out that an 2 in- 
crease in revenue by taxation, was neces- 
sary, although he said every German ex- 
pected peace would bring financial ad- 
vantages. 

After stating that war expenses were 
not included in the budget, he referred to 
the fact that the influence of the war was 
noticeable in the increase of interest on 
the public debt, which was $317,000,000 
last year, and is now $575,600,000. 

He said the budget showed a deficit of 
| $120,000,000, which was to be covered by 
new war taxes. 


New Taxes Necessary. 

Dr. Helfferich took exception to state 
rents that he had said no new taxes were 
contemplated during the war. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he had said new taxes should 
be avoided as long as the regular budget, 
together with r:cquirements for provid- 
ing for the public debt, balanced without 
them. 

The secretary also replied to criticisms 
that he had shown a lack of originality 
in devising the new taxes, declaring he 
cared more for money than for orig- 
inality. 

Dr. Helfferich argued that Germany's 
war expenditures had benefitted home 
industries, and added: 

Our investments in savings have in- 
creased since the beginning of the war 
by more than $125,000,000, whereas in 
France they have declined 886,000, 000.“ 

Revise Saxony Income Tax. 

DRESDEN, Saxony, March 16.—The 
finance committee of the second chamber 
of the parliament today voted unani- 
mously to revise the income tax sched- 
ules upward so that persons receiving 6550 
annually shall pay 10 per cent and those 
receiving $12,500 or more shall contribute 
30 per cent of their incomes to the state, 
Fathers supporting three or more chil- 
dren and having incomes less than $1,250 
are exempted from the increase and will 
pay the old rate. ,

“In other words, the only immediate 
effect of the passage of the house army 
bill would be to increase the regular army 
by 40,000 men, and even that increase 
being added in four annual increments, 
would require about four years’ time to 
be recruited, and still a longer time to be- 
come effective.

Praise for National Guard. 
t was the judgment of the committee 
that any attempt to organize and main- 
tain such a force would be destructive to 
the national guard, an organization which 
is composed of approximately 130,000 on- 
cers and men and which force we believe 
is a far more dependable and effective 
military organization than any such vol- 
unteer force could be made. notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the officers of the organ- 
ized militiaare not appointed by the pres- 
ident nor under the direction and exclu~ 
sive contra! of the secretary of war. 

We have provided for what we believe 
to be the complete federalization of the 
organized militia under the name of the 
national rd.

Need Not Fear Germany. 

“I can hear the man who wants an 
army of 250,000 to 500,000 in time of peace 
and the man who says that Germany 
could in a few days after we lose control 
of the sea land a force of 387,000 men on 
our shores say no. However, this esti- 
mate of an expeditionary force put out 
by the war college has no terrors for me.
